First In 12 Years 
On next January I he will take 
office—the first Democrat to be 
elected mayor here in 12 years. 
Goldstein and Morris conceded 
victory to the Irish O’Dwyer—he 
v. as born in County Mayo, Ire­ 
land, 55 years ago—less than three 
hours after the polls had closed 
at 7 p. rn. 
O’Dwyer, who studied law in 
his spare time while pounding the 
sidewalks as a city cop years ago, 
in a victory statement said:

It has been the experience of 
counties in the past that when the 
state tax commission is called in 
by appeal to equalize valuations 
between the townships and cities, 
the total equalized value has been 
increased. With the ruling of the 
supreme court, the schools 
and 
townships as w-ell as the county 
will have higher valuations 
on 
which to levy taxes. 
The appeal to the state tax com­ 
mission was made last June by 
Supervisor Peter N. Logan of Es­ 
canaba, u-ho voted against accept­ 
ing the report of the equalization 
committee of the county board. It 
was Sup. Logan’s contention that 
equalization as made by the coun­ 
ty board was not based 
on true 
cash values as required by law, 
and that 
equalization 
was 
not 
therefore made on a fair basis. 
Four townships and the city of 
Escanaba had no increase made in 
their 
assessed 
valuations 
for 
equalization purposes, while the 
city of Gladstone and IO town­ 
ships were given increases total­ 
ing $462,968. 
W ill Go Over Rolls 
Sup. Logan in 1944 had warned 
the county board that unless as­ 
sessment 
and 
equalization 
was 
placed “on a more fair and equit­ 
able basis’’ he would appeal to the 
state tax commission. 
This year that appeal was made 
and the state tax commission in 
meeting last month reported that 
it had examined Logan’s petition 
and that it appeared “a show­ 
ing has been made to the effect 
that the equalization complained 
of in said petition is unfair, in­ 
equitable and discriminatory.” 
The state tax commission has 
ordered all supervisors and city 
assessors to be present at tomor­ 
row ’s meeting and to bring with 
them the assessment rolls of their 
townships or cities. They will al­ 
so be called upon to give evidence 
in relation to the equalization of 
the county. 
For the past several weeks the 
tax commission has had inspectors 
busy in the cities and townships 
spot checking property valuations 
to determine the basis on which 
< qualization should be made. 
It 
is considered likely that the su­ 
pervisors, as assessors, 
will 
be 
questioned concerning the meth­ 
ods they use in arriving at the 
figures on their assessment rolls.

Last June the

Visual and radar sighting serv­ 
ed well as long as the enemy U- 
boats stayed on the surface 
but 
were of no value when the subs j 
remained under water. The sono- i 
radio buoy gave the airplane ears i 
to hear, locate, and to follow a 
submerged U-boat. 
The warned airplane could itself j 
attack or call destroyers to the 
spot. 
By relaying subsurface noises to 
the plane, the sono-radio buoy 
also made it possible to know the j 
outcome of the attack. Sometimes 
the propeller beat of the U-boat as j 
it fled the scene could be heard.

noises followed by silence testified 
to the death of the sub.
